He now works in the firm "American 
Exporters" which has a doubtful reputation in 
local commerical circles. The Manager of this 
firm, an American Jew named RALoDE, is strongly 
suspected of dealing in contraband arms; he is 
otherwise known for his relations with the Japanese. 
Moreover, this firm included amongkhst its employees, 
or rather "collaborators" people such as RGRELMAN, 
alias Carl LUND, German, notable ewindler; and 
JECHIVI, alias ASHBY, alias Captain BERTRAND, French 
of Algerian extraction, also well known to our Police 


as an international swindler. 


HOLLAND now lives at No. 230A Route de 
Boissezon, Tel:77443. This house is registered 
with the Revenue Offiee ef the French Municipality 
ander the name of Mr. A.W. RAYMOND, employed in 
“Edgar & Co", 18 The Bund, Tel:13535. 


We are not cware if it is really true 
that the firm “American Exporters" is preparing 
to sell war aeroplanes. Nevertheless, it is not 
unlikely that HOLLAND made such a proposal with 
the object of provocatiom; especially when the 
“special” relations with the Japanese of the Manager 
of the firm on whose behalf he is acting, are taken 
into account.

Consulate-General, concerning John Joseph HCILAND, 
enquiries made et all likely places have failed to 
reveal any trice of the present whereabouts of this

Recorde on file in C.S.6 show that Holland 
resided at 458 Szechuen Road for a cnort period, but 
left that address on #evruary 7, 1938, since which 
time there is no trace of his sovements. Various 
personalitiec in newspaper circles remember Holland, 
but as he does not appeur to have been employed by any 
newspaper oitfice in Shanghai, they are unabie to supply 
any inform.tion that would help to locate him. 

Holland is alleged to nave been heavily in debt 
in Shanghai at the time he left his lodgings in 
Szechuen Road and nis board and lodging at that addrecs 
still remain unpaid. He was vouched for by another 
resident at the same adirece, a Mr. W.V.D. White, of 
the China Journal Publishing Company, 117 Hong Kong Road, 
but ae thie person has left Shanghai, presumably for 
australia, no informétion is forthcoming from that erxurce
